Peter Bonefant of the Bert 
Miller Nature Club reported 
seeing about 30 Horned 
Grebes in the Niagara River 
at our recent monthly meet¬ 
ing. 

Horned Grebes? Memory 
flashback. 

It was at Tifft Nature 
Center in South Buffalo that 
Ernie Giles, local naturalist, 
pointed to a small flotilla of 
Horned Grebes. 

That was years ago. 

Last week, Rick Doan, 
nature photographer, and I 
looked for these small ducks 
from Niagara Christian 
School back to Fort Erie 
South. 

None seen. Then later in 
the week. Rick 

Was able to snap the 
Horned grebes. 

My record book, Ducks of 
Canada, in which I have 
recorded all my duck sight¬ 
ings since 1988 does not list 
any Grebes. 

Why not? I don’t know. 

I did some research

through the Internet. The 
Horned Grebe is a small, 
slender necked duck. It has 
a short, sharply pointed bill. 
In winter its upper parts are 
dark with a white chin and 

We leam that they breed 
in freshwater marshes across 
North America but each Fall 
the populations moves to 
the coasts. 

It is therefore thought of 
as a saltwater bird. These 
grebes are rarely seen in 
flight. Once here on the 


Niagara you seldom see 
them fly. 

They fly or migrate mostly 

Strange. 

We leam that the horned 
and other grebes can swim 
and dive immediately after 
hatching. 

I haven't seen this phe- 

hatchlings are often seen 
riding on their parent’s 
back! Pictures any one? 

My memory of the Tiff 
Nature Center Horned 
Grebes were that they rode 
low in the water. That's true. 

All grebes have a remark¬ 
able ability to control their 
specific gravity. 

That means that they can 
swim high in the water or 
almost submerged!

From the gardener’s journal: Aroma of cinnamon and nutmeg in the air 


Waking up to snowfall 
and the soft lights of early 
morning is a reminder to 
me of the changing pace of 
our lives. 

As a child growing up in 
Ottawa and walking a few 
blocks to school past many 
high snow banks, I was 
accustomed to the strong 
season reminders. When 
the ice appeared on the 
Rideau, everyone got ready 
to warm then: hands while 
they laced ice skates. 

Building huge snowmen 
that my dad would ice so 
they would last all winter 
and then going inside to 
warm up for a little while 
before we headed out 
again...these are precious 
memories. 

To this day when I walk 
in the falling snow and 
then move inside that 
same feeling of well being 
comes to me. As do the 
scents of the indoors. 

Often it is the aroma of 
cinnamon or nutmeg & 


allspice that we associate 
with winter and snowy 
days. Even now, heading 
out the door in a few 
moments I still want to 
stop and spend some time 
baking, filling the house 
with these warm and wel¬ 
coming fragrances. And 
remind myself how healthy 
these spices are... 

The tradition of 
“Wassail” at this season 
dates to the early 1800’s 
and this punch was served 
on Christmas and New 
Year's Eve. Follows a nice 
little recipe you may want 
to try: makes about 35 to 
40 servings 
Baked Apples: 

8 small baking apples 
1 cup packed light brown 
sugar 

1/2 teasp cinnamon 
1/2 teasp nutmeg 
1/2 teasp allspice 
1 cup brandy or equiva¬ 
lent 

Wassail: 

3 medium oranges each 


1 tablsp whole cloves 

16 cups apple juice or fresh 
apple cider 

2 cups cranberry juice 
1/4 cup sugar 

5 three inch cinnamon 
sticks 

1 tablsp whole allspice 

2 to 2 1/2 cups dark 
rum(optional) 

Orange slices for gar- 

Baking the apples: 
Preheat oven 350...core 
apples but leave stems. 
Peel a strip from around 
the top of each apple. Place 
in a large baking dish and 
set aside. In medium 
saucepan combine brown 
sugar, cinnamon, nutmeg 
and allspice. Stir in brandy 
or equivalent and bring to 
just a boil over medium 
heat until the sugar dis¬ 
solves, stirring occasional¬ 
ly. Then pour mixture over 
apples, cover and bake for 
25-30 minutes or until ten¬ 
der. 


While the apples are 
baking, stud the orange 
wedges with cloves. Set 
aside. In an 8 quart sauce¬ 
pan, combine apple cider, 
cranberry juice. Add the 
orange wedges, sugar, cin¬ 
namon sticks and allspice. 
Stirring constantly bring 
just to a boil until the sugar 
dissolves. Lower the heat, 
cover and simmer for 10 
minutes. Stir in rum if 
desired, cover and heat 
through. 

Strain the hot wassail 
into a punch or large serv¬ 
ing bowl. Stir in sauce 
from apples to taste. Float 
the baked apples in the 
punch. Garnish with 
orange slices. Serve hot... 
this warms you up very 
nicely!!! 

There are so many culi¬ 
nary traditions associated 
with Christmas and the 
holidays. When we lived 
in east Toronto many of 
our friends who had set¬ 
tled in that area were from 


the Caribbean and they 
always shared theft 'dark 
cake’ and red sorrel at 
Christmas. In my hus¬ 
band's family the tradi¬ 
tional shortbread and 
mince pies or tarts were 
always available. As our 
children grew up we tried 
to combine the tradi¬ 
tions of family and friends 
so they would develop a 
fairly extensive apprecia¬ 
tion for the many unique 
traditions of this season. 
In theft own households 
they have developed their 
own style and I am happy 
to say, have blended a lot 
of traditions, always with 
an awareness of health 
and well being. 

The uses of spices and 
herbs have brought not 
only flavour but health to 
our lives. There are many 
helpful and healing quali¬ 
ties to fresh and dried 
herbs and spices. I hope 
to include more of those 
in the weeks to come as 


we enjoy a lot more indoor 
time. In our warm homes 
we can grow many herbs 
indoors and so add a fresh 
quality to our daily lives. 

This week we welcome 
the Winter Solstice 
on Sunday, December 21, 
the 4th Sunday of Advent. 
After that day we can 
expect the hours of day¬ 
light to increase gradually 
until once again the sea¬ 
son turn warm. But in this 
season of reflection and 
sometimes chill, we can 
stay warm and share our 
warmth with friends and 
family!

COLON CANCER PREVENTION 

Colon cancer is the second leading cause of cancer-related deaths in 
Canada for both men and women, but it is surprisingly treatable if detected 
early; hence the importance of the colorectal screening procedure. Beginning 
at 50 years of age for those at average risk of developing colorectal cancer, a 
simple at-home stool test - the Faecal Occult Blood Test (FOBT) - should be 
completed and repeated every two years. However, if you have a first-degree 
relative with colon cancer, your screening should begin about 10 years 
younger than the age at which they were diagnosed (For instance, if your 
close relative was 50 years old when diagnosed, you should begin screening 
when you turn 40) and it is advised that a colonoscopy be performed. At 
this point in time, colonoscopy is the gold standard for the detection of any 
abnormalities of the colon, such as polyps, that may eventually become 
cancerous if not appropriately treated or removed. It should be noted that 
most colonoscopies do not result in a diagnosis of cancer. The purpose of 
these screening procedures is to look for signs that could eventually progress 
to that and remove them before they pose a problem. It’s all about prevention! 

Many people have the idea that a colonoscopy is a painful experience. This 
should not be the case. The patient is most often well-sedated and unaware 
of the procedure unless they request to be awake. Likely, the most discomfort 
the patient will experience is during the day before the procedure, because 
they are required to consume an all-liquid diet and then take a laxative to 
clear out the bowel. One day of hunger and slight discomfort is surely worth 
having the procedure done properly! 

There are some signs and symptoms to be aware of that may indicate there 
is a problem in the colon. These include blood in the stool or black-coloured 
stool, long-narrow shaped stools, abdominal cramping, or unexplained 
weight loss. If you are currently experiencing any of these symptoms or you 
notice these changes, don't delay talking to your doctor.

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Caslin vows change as new Regional chair 


> A1 Caslin vows 
to review all 
services and 
programs 
delivered by the 
Region 


Niagara Region’s new 
chair is looking to shake 
things up. 

“I will launch a review of 
all services and programs 
delivered by the Region,” 
A1 Caslin said prior to a 
vote on the chairmanship 
last Thursday morning. He 
repeated the pledge later 
Thursday in his inaugural 
address to council. 

“We will keep those that 
are working, discontinue 
or modernize those that 


are no longer achieving the 
desired results. This exer¬ 
cise will involve a line-by- 
line review of the budget to 
ensure the taxpayers are 
getting good value for the 
money." 

Caslin’s winlast 
Thursday morning was a 
rejection of the old guard. 
Caslin, who was re-elected 
to a second term as a 
regional councillor for St. 
Catharines in October, is a 
virtual political neophyte 
when compared to the 
political pedigrees of the 
other candidates for chair. 

The secret ballot elec¬ 
tion among the 30 regional 
councillors required a sim¬ 
ple majority of 16 votes for 
a win. In what might be 
considered a surprise by 
many, Caslin won on a sin¬ 
gle ballot, garnering 18 
votes. He easily outdis¬ 
tanced a trio of former 
mayors—incumbent chair 
Gary Burroughs of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake (seven votes), 
Bill Hodgson of Lincoln 
(three votes) and Henry 
D’Angela of Thorold (two 


votes). 

The 54-year-old Caslin 
said the strength of his 
support bodes well for the 
new council. 

“It’s always great to have 
that kind of support, and 
I’m comforted with the fact 
I have that kind of support 
around the horseshoe,” 
Caslin said. "I think it will 
make for a solid council 
and solid decisions in the 
upcoming four-year term." 

The vote for chair came 
soon after the new council 
was sworn in and nomina¬ 
tions were put forth and 
seconded. Hodgson was 
nominated by St. 
Catharines region Coun. 
Brian Heit and Lincoln 
Mayor Sandra Easton. 
Caslin was nominated by 
Selina Volpatti of Niagara 
Falls and Wainfleet Mayor 
April Jeffs. Burroughs was 
nominated by rookie St. 
Catharines regional Coun. 
Debbie MacGregor and 
West Lincoln Mayor Doug 
Joyner. D’Angela was nom¬ 
inated by Thorold Mayor 
Ted Luciani and Heit.

Another 
candidate, Bruce Timms, 
announced in an e-mail to 
fellow regional councillors 
Wednesday that he was 
stepping aside and throw¬ 
ing his support to Caslin. 
Timms, Burroughs, 
D’Angela and Hodgson 
had taken part in a debate 
of candidate last week 
organized by eight Niagara 
chambers of commerce. 
Caslin said Thursday that 
although he had been con¬ 
sidering a bid for chair 
since being re-elected Oct. 
27, he was still mulling his 
decision at the time of the 
debate. In any case, he 
said, he had a prior com¬ 
mitment that night and 
would not have been able 
to participate. 

Caslin, a GM employee 
for 20 years, most recendy 
as facilities manager, said 
he was uncertain of his 
future with the automaker.
